The first rescue party accomplished 
nothing. The second saved one of the 
first, relief expedition. 
N o one has 
yet reached any of the original eleven 
caught in the workings.

rescuers who got out alive tw o died

men wrho did not go into the tunnel 
were also overcom e by the gas fumes. 
A third rescue party entered the 
tunnel at 8:30

brought out alive G ustave Van Duzen, 
superintendent of

struction, who had headed the second 
relief force. 
Van Duson m ay die from 
his experiences. 
One body wras also 
brought out by the third rescue party. 
T his was a m em ber of the second 
rescue crew\ 
T h e tragic fate of the rescuers in 
the first and second instances wa* 
due to the fact I hat 
they 
worked 
without oxygen helm ets, which were 
unavailable. 
T his lack of rescue ap 
pa rat us was co n d em n ed by the re s­ 
cuers and Mayor Davis prom ised to 
conduct a rigid investigation into this 
shortcom ing, as well as into Hie en 
ta stro p h e itself. Eleven hours elapsed 
before sufficient equipm ent to fit out 
the third rescue party was at hand 
to perm it a descent into th e tunnel. 
T he cause of the explosion has not 
been ascertained. 
It is supposed that 
some workm an struck a pocket of 
gas with a pick, or possibly gas col­ 
lected in the tunnel and becam e ig­ 
nited by an electric spark.

caught entered the tunnel at S o ’clock 
last night. 
T he first intim ation of 
the disaster cam e when a lock-tender 
in the air cham ber at th e entrance 
of the tunnel, heard a dull boom 
Superintendent 
Johnson

volunteers and led the first rescue 
party into the tunnel. 160 feet from the 
bottom of the shaft, they began to 
stum ble and fall, overcom e bv fumes. 
It wfas two hours later that Van 
Duzen, who had been sum m oned from 
his home by telegraph, organized the 
second rescue parts’- 
They descend­ 
ed into the tunnel and found Michael 
Keough, of the first iescue party, 
still alive, and dragged him out. They 
went in again, only to suffer the sam e 
fate which had befallen 
the 
first 
party. 
Finally four of them m anaged 
to stagger back to safety. 
The others 
did not come out until the third res­ 
cue part was organized and went after 
them . 
It was then that Van Duzen 
was brought out. 
It becam e known today that work

If the filet* were known doubtless 
it would !».* found that most of tho 
contaminate it !i;tt causes bad odors in 
itiiik im*I p o o r flavor iii butter could be 
tract*d to tilt* handling of the milk be­ 
fore* it was cooled. Warm milk is food 
for bacteria and so long as the milk 
is exposed and warm it will likely be 
etui laminated. 
As set»u as the milk is drawn from 
the cow it should lie C ooled . 
Even 
while the milking is being done the 
can should he covered and the milk 
pail so that as little of the milk is ex­ 
posed as possible. 
Much will always depend upon the 
tem perature of tic* milk. 
When the 
temperature 
is 
lowered 
danger of 
growth of these bacteria is reduced. 
Where ice is available the milk may 
be quickly 
c o o le d , but where there 
is no ice more difficulty may be ex­ 
pected. 
Of course the vessels must be kept 
clean and tho in!’!; put where it will 
not absorb bad odors. 
But it must

Catch-Weight Spools Weigh From 85 
to 125 Pounds—Stretcher Is Al­ 
most Indispensable. 


In calculating the amount of wire 
to fence a field it is customary to as­ 
sume that ordinary barb wire weighs 
one pound per rod. 
This is approxi­ 
mate only, hut it will give you au idea 
in estimating the number of spools. 
Barbed wire is placed ui»on the mar­ 
ket either in catch weights of ordi­ 
nary spools 80 r»nls long. Catch-weight 
spools weigh from 85 to 1*25 pounds, 
the average being about 95 pounds. 
These are net weights and are marked 
on the spool. 
Eighty rod spools are 
guaranteed to contain SO rods of wire. 
Every farmer with such fencing to 
do should have a wire stretcher. One 
is almost indispensable to easy and 
satisfactory work. 


High Pressure Essential. 
High pressure is essential in spraying 
apples especially for the petal-fall ap­ 
plication. At this time the liquid must 
De forced into all the calyx cups. This 
necessitates the spraying being ap­ 
plied in coarser drops than for tho 
later sprays.

To those who express their aston­ 
ishment at his skill, Cloutman replies 
that a blind man can do nearly as 
much as anybody gifted with two see­ 
ing eyes.

of opinion has arisen and the ground 


prepared for a controversy am ong the 
political leaders by the governm ent’s 
decision th a t the subjects of its allies 
in the w ar residing in England shall 
either enlist in the British arm y or 
be deported. 
Particular objection to the decision 
has been engendered in so far as it 
may allect Russian subjects here who 
may be political refugees, a large ele­ 
ment of the more liberal thinkers in 
public life priding them selves in the 
traditional asylum offered by England 
in this respect. 
H erbert Samuel, sec­ 
retary of the home office, stated .in 
the house of com mons that the plan 
to deport those failing to enlist would 
not be enforced in the case of Russian 
subjects, if a tribunal decided that 
they are political refugees. 
The suggestion has 
been 
made 
th a t instead of sending back to their 
own country Russian Jew s who have 
lett Russia for reasons known to ev­ 
erybody, though they are not exactly 
political refugees, they should be sent 
to America or deported to some other 
neeutral country of their choice. 
The desire to avoid offending Rus­ 
sian susceptibilities on the subject is 
general, for which reason the question 
is regarded as one of unusual delicacy. 
One group holds that the sending buck 
of Russian Jew s to their own country 
would gratify no 
im portant 
Russian 
sentim ent, and m ight effect the re­ 
verse result. 
The true inw ardness ut 
the situation, according to the London 
correspondent 
of 
the 
M anchester 
Guardian, is that 
Englishmen 
taken 
into the arm y under conscription re­ 
sent the im munity of Russian Jew s 
and regard them as “job stealers.’’ 
The correspondent gives ti e follow­ 
ing letter on the subject received by 
him from a Russian correspondent: 
“This step will have a m ost tinfoil 
lunate effect upon 
Russian 
opinion, 
which is the chief support in Russia 
of 
Anglo-Russian 
friendship, 
and 
which builds all its hopes for R ussia’s 
future upon the propagation 
of 
the 
British spirit of freedom and individ­ 
ual liberty. 
Russian liberals will re­ 
gard the deportation threat with par­ 
ticular dismay, as being an unexpect­ 
ed and staggering concession to the 
long-chei ished 
but 
always 
hitherto 
baffled desire of the Russian bureau­ 
cracy to secure the extradition of Rus­ 
sian political refugees. 
“England is th e great country of 
Europe «hat has always hitherto pro­ 
tected political refugee.?, and as: such 
it has quite a urique standing in tile 
eyes 
of 
R ussian 
reform ers 
of 
all 
shades. 
It would be quite impossible 
for an Englishm an to realize the feel­ 
ing of veneration w ith which England 
is regarded because of this right ot 
asylum. 
It was here in lo n d o n 1 hat 
Alexander Herzen, father of Russian 
liberalism, was a refugee and issued 
his paper, Kolokol 
(The Bell), that 
eventually brougnt about the em anci­ 
pation of the serfs. H ere in later times 
have 
found „ refuge 
Tchaikovsky, 
Brince Kuropatkin and so many others 
of our threat reform ers. 
“Living in London at this moment 
are refugee m em bers 
of 
the 
first 
do ma, and quite a host of revolution­ 
aries who escaped after 1905. 
Russia 
does not want these men as soldiers. 
If they were sent back to Russia m ost 
of them would be put into the arm y 
-m a n y of them would have to face 
the worst penalty. 
But the principal 
evil would be that the Russian ideali­ 
zation of this country would be sh at­ 
tered. and such a disillusionm ent of 
B ritain’s chief political friends in Ru>- 
ria might well prove disastrous to the 
closer co-operation of the two coun­ 
tries in the future. 
“ It is unpalatable but it is true that 
am ong the conservatives and reaction­ 
ary elem ents in Russia, 
who 
alone 
would be gratified by this new British 
departure, 
there 
is a frankly anti- 
British section, and their spokesm en 
in the Duma and elsew here have not 
hesitated to declare that R ussia’s fu­ 
ture after the w ar lies not with Great 
Britain bu; with Germany. 
One cu­ 
rious fact a Russian may be permit tex! 
to iKHiitout. 
As lax as is known Ger­ 
many has not yet repatriated to Aus­ 
tria a single Czech agitator who took 
refuge in G erm anv.”
